fant and the object of his care. We are 
happy that this better means of. ſecurity 


daily gains ground, and that the rewards 


given by this Inſtitution, tend to diminiſh 
the number of hazardous and extraordinary 
caſes, by prompting the inferior claſs of 
mankind to aford the earlieſt aſſiſtance to 
perſons in danger. As in the generality of 
theſe caſes there is nothing particularly ſtrik- 
ing, either to the medical or other readers, 


We have given them in one general liſt, 


for the ſake of brevity. 

The regret which we neceſſarily feel in 
the relation of UNSsUcCESS FUL CasEs, 
will of courſe excuſe us for ſtating them in 
a ſimilar manner; though we ſhall ever ex- 
perience conſolation in the reflection, that 
even thoſe who were loſt, did not, as for- 
merly, periſh for want of medical aſſiſtance. 
Of what value life is to the community, 
or how it is eſtimated by individuals, is 
hardly requiſite to ſtate; in the firength and 
number of the people, conſiſt the true opu- 
lence and ſecurity of a nation ;* and next to

nections. How painful is it to be torn ſud- 
denly from an indulgent parent, a dutiful 
child, a beloved wife, or an affectionate 
huſband? Judge then, when hope itſelf is 
nearly fled, how great the joy to be unex- 
pectedly reſtored to all theſe near and tender 
attachments! Nor will even religion be 
ſilent on this occaſion; ſhe will rejoice that 
the triumphs of her enemy are diminiſhed, 
and that thoſe whom the wiſdom of provi- 
dence thinks fit to afflict, though they 
become deſponding from diſtreſs, are pre- 
vented from being criminal by ſelf- murder. 

Thus recommended, the Humane Society 
can ſcarcely in a nation famed for its bene- 
volence, fail of meeting with adequate coun- 
tenance. Indeed the DiRECToORs are bound 
in juſtice and gratitude to acknowledge, that 
they have of late received liberal donations 
in the ſupport of their deſign; ſtill however 


they are deſirous of giving a more full and 


permanent effect to their various plans of 
public utility, which they cannot hope to 
accompliſh without the farther contributi- 
ons of the benevolent and humane. 
TheCLERGy in particular merit our warm- 
eſt acknowledgments, not leſs for their zeal 
and readineſs to plead in behalf of this cha- 
rity, than for the ſucceſs which has accom- 
panied their endeavours. Nor ought we to 
forget the labours of the MEDICAL Ass1s-

in fuch caſes, had I omitted ſending this. 


On the 2oth of June, 1783, I was ſent for 
to Margam Works, to William Jones, a youth 


about ſeventeen years of age, who had been 


fiſhing in the ſea in company with others, and 
was found in a pool of water, which he was to 


" croſs in his return home, floating with his face 


downward, by two little boys; they both im- 
mediately ran to the pool, and laying hold on 
each others hands, took hold of the lad's foot, 


and drew him to the brink, where, with their 
little ſtrength, they got him out quite motion- 


leſs; the one ſtaid by him while the other 
ran to a veſſel about three hundred yards diſ- 
tant, and got immediate aſſiſtance to carry him 
home, being abour a quarter of a mile, where 
I arrived in about an hour and half, and found 
him quite inſenſible, and his extremities cold. 
I laid a feather to his noſtrils, which did not 


move; I, therefore, immediataly began accord- 


ing to the rules of your treatiſe, by putting 
him into a warm bed, but inſtead of hot water 
in bottles, which could nat be conveniently 
had, I applied hot bricks to his feet, (which 
were ready at hand) hot ſand in a large ſtock- 
ing to his back, arm-pits, and älſo his privi- 
ties, which I believe was of ſingular ſervice in 
my attempt; carefully agg, the body ac- 
cording to your directions. In about three 
quarters of an hour I obſerved his complexion 
begin to alter, and very ſoon after convulſive 
twitchings, with a ſmall weak pulſe}came on; 
I now with great caution applied ſome volatile

ſpirit to his noſe, which had a very good 


effect; his ſpaſins grew ſtronger, and he

heaved a ſigh, His pulſe mending, I became 


_ elated with my ſucceſs; then forced open 


his mouth, and poured in a little warm water 
and ſugar, which at laſt found its way down. 
I very ſenſibly perceived, as his circulation 
mended, the ſpaſms went off, and he ſoon be- 
came ſenſible, which I took notice of on apply- 
ing the hot bricks, for now he could en- 
dure them no longer, his feet being bliſtered, 
he would draw up his legs, and turn his head 
towards me; [ wrapped them in warm flan- 
nel, and boldly ventured to give hin1 a little 
gin toddy warm, which brought on a fine per- 
ſpiration ; the convulſive ſpaſms now had left 
him ; he ſighed, as though greatly fatigued, 
turned his head, opened his eyes, and looked 
very much diſtreſſed. I then left him, and 
at my return he was juſt awaked, and com- 
plained of being hungry; I ordered him a diſh 
of good caudle, which he eat, and went to 
ſleep, not waking till about ſeven or eight 
o'clock next morning, when I found him per- 
fectly eaſy, only his feet were much bliſtered. 
He then gave me, at my requeſt, the follow- 
ing account of his misfortune : Being very fond 
of the diverſion of ſea fiſhing, he ſet out from 
the houſe rather empty ; after hauling the net 
long, he grew tired and weak, and could not 
keep up wich the reſt of his companions; when 
he came to this pool he found himſelf exceed- 
ing faint, and the ſands very heavy to walk 
over ; he fell headlong on his face into the pool, 
had not ſtrength to make any effort to get oo 
9 an 


and immediately loſt all ſenſation, nor could he 
recollect one circumſtance after his falling, till 
the application of the hot bricks. 

After he gave me this narration, I left him 
ſurpriſingly recovered, and in a few days he 


went to his work, and has remained in good 
health ever ſince.

fuicide; by hanging herſelf with a rope faſtened. 
to a nail in the wall of her bed- chamber; when 
J firſt ſaw her, ſne was without any ſigns of life; 
on enquiry, ſhe had been miſſing about half an 
hour, and in all probability would have hung 
conſiderably longer had not the rope (which 
ſhe had faſtened herſelf up with) broke, by 
which means ſhe fell on the floor, and the noiſe 
alarmed the family; I immediately opened a 
vein, from which I got ſix ounces of blood, 
but ſtill 20 figns of life appeared; I then em- 
proyed the various means recommended, and 
ikewiſe ordered hot bricks wrapt in flannel to 
her feet and ſides, and the lungs were in- 
flated at the ſame time. I poured into her 
mouth a pint of hot brandy and water, (half 
and half) a table ſpoonful at a time; after I had 
done this, ſhe began to ſweat where the hot 
bricks had been applied, which by degrees en- 
creaſed to all the other parts of the body, though 
ſtill I could not perceive her to breathe ; I then 
had the fumes of tobacco conveyed into her 
mouth by means of a common tobacco pipe, 
and after a trial of an hour and half, her fingers 
and eyes were convulſed, ſhe made ſeveral efforts 
to vomit ; ſhe was at intervals plentifully ſup- 
plied with hot gruel, and I have the pleaſure 
to inform you ſhe is now perfectly reſtored to 
health of body and a ſerene ſtate of mind.

SIR, 
IT is with infinite pleaſure I inform 
ou, that I have been ſo happy as to reſtore to 
life a man apparently dead, and it is my duty 
likewiſe to add, that my ſucceſs reſulted from 
the ſtrict attention paid to the hints I had re- 
ceived from you and other Medical Gentlemen 
of the Humane Society. The particulars of 
the caſe are as follow. —On the gth of June, in 
the afternoon, I arrived at the houſe of my 
friend, Mr, Bond, Surgeon, at Pavingham, near 
Bedford, He was then abſent from home, and 
his Lady alarmed me by relating, in the moſt 
diſtreſſed manner, that a man had drowned 
himſelf in the neighbourhood. I aſked what 
time had elapſed ſince the accident, and ſhe in- 
formed me, that it happened too diſtant, about 
two o'clock. Not totally deprived of hopes by 
this information, I defired my friend's ſer- 
vant to accompany me to the houſe where 
the body lay, Upon my arrival at the place, I 
enquired how long the young man had laid un- 
der water, and was informed by his father, up- 
wards of twenty minutes, I Iikewiſe mow 
| that 
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1280 
that Mr. Bond's ſon had been ſent for to bleed 
him, but luckily drew from him not more than 
two ounces. They had rubbed him with warm 
flannels and brandy above three hours before 
L got there; and when I went into the room, 
they deſiſted, apprehending, not without ſome 
reaſon, that all hopes of recovery were vain. I 
ordered them, however, to continue the fric- 
tions, and went went with young Mr. Bond in 
ſearch of a pair of proper bellows, and a 
fumigator, but without ſucceſs. My next en- 
£ deavour was to ſupply this deficiency, and intro- 
$ duce tobacco by a common pipe, but it proved 
J abortive. I then procured an ounce of vin. 
3 antim. and had the body raiſed by three people, 
but his joints were ſtiff, and his teeth ſo 
clinched, that I could not gain entrance for a 
ſpoon. He was again rubbed well on the 
breaſt and ſtomach, and then I ordered him to 
be raiſed. By means of the end of the 2 1 
now opened his teeth ſo as to get two tea fi 

fulls of the medicine into his mouth, but he oY 
not appear to ſwallow. I ordered him to have 
frictions well applied, for another half hour, and 
then had him up again, when I got more down 
him, which I expected would have operated ag 
an emetic, The extremities were again well 
rubbed by my directions, for nearly the ſame ſpace 
as before, when he was raiſed, and I intro- 
duced two tea ſpoonfulls more; he then gugled, 
and had apparently a twinge in his bowels. He 
moved his left hand, but his eyes remained 
ſhut. After the application of the means for ano- 
ther half hour he ſhewed STRONG SYMTOMS OF 
RETURNING s growing warm, and acquiring 
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piration. I then ordered all but one per- 


ſon to quit the room. In about half an hour 
he ſhewed an inclination to make water, he was 


raiſed up and evacuated full two quarts. I next 


gave him two tea ſpoonfulls more of the antimo- 
nial, and after ſome time he ſpoke, ſaying, he was 
« cold at heart” and © die, die, die.” By 
my directions he then had ſome brandy and 
water given him, which threw him into ſuch a 
heat, that he expreſſed a wiſh to be cooled. 
He flept at times 'in the night, and gradually 
recovered. I ſent to enquire after his welfare, 
an the morning, and received for anſwer, that 
he had had three hours ſleep. His name is Wil- 
tiam Wheatley; age about twenty-one; he 
worked with his father as a ſhoe-maker in Pæ- 
vingbam afore- mentioned, and had been a ſol- 
dier, but was diſcharged on the making of the 
peace. Happy in communicating this extra-

count for its mode of action, it appeared to me 
ta be involved in great obſcurity, and the ob- 
ſtacles ſuch as were unſurmountable by me. 
To an abler pen I aſſign it to be accompliſhed, 
and whenever that period arrives it will hot fail 


to be pleaſing to the Philoſopher and uſeful to 


the Medical practitioner in N as through 
a judicious application of cold to the human 
body, his ſucceſs in treating febrile diſeaſes in a 
great meaſure depends. 

The few facts * which I have intro- 
duced the caſe with, are moſt chearfully ad- 
dreſſed to you, as one who hath exerted his 
abilities ſo ſucceſsfully in the cauſe of huma- 
nity. After peruſing the encloſed caſe, there 
is reaſon to ſuppoſe that at a future . 
the body of ſome traveller (who hath miſſed his 
way in pathleſs fields of ſnow, and who has 
been obliged to ſink under the anguiſh of a 
tortured mind, and the ſeverity of the ſtorm) 
may fall in the way of ſome friend to huma- 
nity, ſome member of the Humane Society, 
who will not leave it to be bleached in the 
northern blaſt; but who, unawed by the ſtrong 
appearances of Death and the rigidity of the 
body, will attempt a ſimilar mode of treat- 
ment to that which, in the preſent inſtance, 
hath been attended with the moſt happy ſuc-

ExPERIENCE has eſtabliſhed as an univerſal 
cuſtom, among the inhabitants of northern 
countries, whenever the extremities of the hu- 
man body have ſuffered through inten/e cold, to 
rub them with ue, or, to immerſe them in a 
veſſel of cold water. This mode of treatment 
has been found no leſs effectual, than contrary 
to the well known — 4 «K contraria contra- 
rs medentur.” In the polar regions, where the 
natives feel all the horrors of a frezen clime, 
Maupertius, a French writer, informs us, that 
it was no unuſual occurrence for him to ſee, 
when at Torme, many of the inhabitants of the 
town in which he reſided, mutilated by the loſs 
of an arm or leg, and that many of them pe- 
riſhed when expoſed to a ſudden increaſe of 
cold. Cold, whilſt it prevents an inanimate 
body from putrefaction, upon a living fibre in- 
duces corruption and putrefaction, and that as 
ſpeedily and as effectually as extreme heat. 
Upon mountains, whoſe tops are covered with 
eternal ſnow, dead bodies of MEN have been 
found, rigid and unaltered. In the northern 
part of this ifland, local gangrene, from froſt 
and ſnow, is not «frequent in their infirmaries; 
and inſtances have occurred, where travellers 
and Hepherds have been frozen to death. There 
are but e caſes upon record, where a perſon 
ſeemingly dead through intenſe cold has been 
reſtored to life. Hildanus relates the caſe of a 
traveller, who was brought to an inn frigid, 
and in a manner dead; and who, upon being 

| immerſed 


rmmerſed in a large veſſel of cold water, Eco VER 
xo, but with the 1% of his toes and fingers. In the 
year 1763, a caſe appeared in ſeveral of the Eu- 
ropean Gazettes (copied from that of Vienna) of 
a /ervant belonging to an Auſtrian officer, who in 
travelling from Dreſden to Vienna, during a bard 
froſt, was left upon the road, rigid and ſeemingly 
dead; à GREAT FALL OF SNOW ſoon coming 
on, he not only recovered, but was able to join 
his maſter fbree days afterwards at Vienna. 19 
the above I ſhall add a TayirxD, more feucceſs- 
ful than the FIRST, in appearance les wonder- 
ful than the Auſtrian, but an inſtance where the 
RECOVERY WAS MOST COMPLEAT, 

On the 25th of February laſt, a boy about 
thirteen years of age (an apprentice to Mr. 
Bowers, Lighterman and Coal-merchant in this 
village) in company with two young men; in 
an open boat, on their way from Graveſend to 
' Deptford, were overtaken (ſoon after they ſer 
out) with a violent ſtorm of wind from the 
N. E. accompanied with a great fall of ſnow. 
Some way below Erith, the boy complained of 
the cold, and that his hands were ſo benumbed 
that he could not manage his oar; he was 
- urged to exert himſelf as the moſt likely me- 
thod to keep him warm. The ſtorm conti- 
nuing, and the cold increaſing with the approach 

of tie afternoon, his cotnplaints became more 
urgent. Oppoſite to Erith, a biſcuit was given 
to him, and whilſt putting it to his mouth, he 
dropt from off the bench, rigid and inſenſible. 
His companions covered him with a great coat, 
and he remained in that ſituation till the boat 
arrived at Deptford in the evening. When he 
was brought into his maſter's houſe, the by-

ſtanders looked upon him as irrecoverably loſt, 
He was, placed before a large fire, but that 
room being incumbered with wet linen, he 
was removed to another. I was ſent for im- 
mediately, but a quarter of an hour elapſed be- 
fore I could attend, when I was informed of 
the above particulars. The boy was laid up- 
on a, bed, with three or four people rubbing 
him with warm flannels, and purſuing thofe 
methods generally recommended for the reco- 
very of drowned people. Before I defcribe my 
mode of treatment, I ſhall firſt endeavour to 
convey ſome idea of the body, ſuch as it 
appeared to. me, on my entering the room. 
The countenance diſplayed the ffraugeſt marks 
of diſſolution I EVER remember to have ſeen. 
The features were as if in miniature; fo 
much ; contracted were they. The ſkin of the 
face and of the whole body was pale, cold, 
and hard, conveying by the fouch more the 
ſenſation of marble than that of a human body. 
The head reſted upon the breaſt, with the 
chin turned towards the left. The muſcles 
of the neck were rigid; the under jaw 
docked; the eye-lids were open, the eye-balls 
DIMINISHED in ſize, immoveable, and unk in 
their ſockets; and the cok NEA WAS WITHOUT 
LUSTRE. The arms were ſtrongly contracted, 
and the hands, firmly clenched, reſted upon 
each ſide of the head. The lower extremities, 
with the firſt vertebra gf the back, formed an 
arch. No pul/ation of the heart through the ribs 
could be felt; nor any motion of the ſternum 
from reſpiration; a ſmall quantity of froth hung 
from his under lip, and part of the alvine fæces 
were excluded, If to the above appearances, 
| D 2 when 
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when life began to ebb and flow, 1 add his fre · 
. - and violent ſcreams, there will be a 
ſtriking analogy between the ſituation of this 
boy, and of one labouring under an Opiſtho- 
toxas. I attempted his recovery, by removing 
every thing Wax M from the body, whilſt I or- 
dered two of the attendants to bring me a large 
quantity of sxow ; but, in order to gain time, 
J collected ſome from off the houſe, and com- 
menced rubbing him with it till a greater quan- 
tity could be procured, "The Fiaions were 
chiefly confined to the extremities, and large 
quantities of ſnow were applied to the abdomen 
and ſternum. A few minutes only elapſed be- 
fore the boy uttered a groan, more like, how- 
ever, to a loud expiration ; ſome ſeconds paſſed 
before it was repeated. When the appearances 
F life became more diſtinct, I attempted to ex- 
tend one of the contracted arms; ſtrong con- 
vulſions immediately ſeized every member of the 
body, and the arm which I held extended in 
my hand, regained its former ſituation with a 
violent ſpring: When the ſnow had been uſed 
about half an hour, reſpiration became more re- 
gular; there was a ttemulous motion in the 
eyes, the pt with ſome violence could 
be ſeparated from the upper; the heart 
was felt, the ribs contracting and diſtending 
ſlowly, the artery at the wriſt vibrated, and the 
limbs could be placed in their natural ſituations, 
but not without occaſſoning violent ſcreams 
and ſtrong marks of pain. The boy was tilt 
inſenſible. At this period I attempted to pour 
ſome liquid into his mouth, but on trying to 
ſwallow, it was forced out ' with confiderable 
violence. Imagining the difficulty of degluti- 
atone Os 3 2 dion 
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tion was owing to thoſe muſcles, which are ſub- 
ſervient to ſwallowing, being in a rigid ſtate, I 
applied ſnow round the neck. In TE $pack 
OF AN HOUR, LIFE SEEMED TO BE PERFECTLY 
RESTORED ; I muſt except, however, the intel- 
lefual faculties. In order to be more fortu- 
nate, if poſſible, than that caſe related by Hil- 
danus, 1 continued the frictions upon the ex- 
tremities ſome time ger 4 they were con- 
tinued, indeed, till the features regained their 
ſenſibility, till an univerſal redneſs covered the 
body, and till the muſcles ſwelled beneath 
my hands. I afterwards intruſted him to pro- 

er attendants, who in the morning preſented 
Rim to me, enjoying the PERFECT USE OF His 
LIMBS; AND HIS SENSES WERE LIKEWISE RE- 
STORED. Yet there was a cloud, a ſtupidity 
which continued for ſome time: he is now an 
active boy. I examined his body next day, 
but there was not a fingle veſication to be 
obſerved. Upon his right ſhoulder there was 
an unuſual redneſs, but which was produc- 
tive of no inconvenience.

B. Bond Hopkins, Eſq; dated July 27, 1783. 


SIR, 


FROM a circumſtance that hap- 
pened in my family I take the liberty of ap- 
plying to you, in behalf of a ſervant, John 
Beale, who at the immediate riſque of his own 
life, ſaved one of his fellow-ſervants, James 
Steele, who bathing in a pond, was drowned, and 
taken up without any ſigns of life. The means 
recommended by your valuable Humane So- 
CIETY, were by him immediately employed, 
which by a vigorous perſeverance, reſtored the 
young man to life; and as it is not in his 
power to relieve him, but by his gratitude 
only, he deſired me to write to you for the 
cuſtomary gratuity. I think he is doubly en- 
titled to it, as he was near being drowned him- 
felf in the attempt to get him out of the 
water.

Perceiving 
ſome perſons employed in carrying a body up 
the Bear Garden Stairs, and being informed by 
the Maſter of the King's Arms, Queen Hithe, 
that aſſiſtance was not probably at hand, Dr. 
Smyth ordered two boatmen, William Gox and 
William Francis, to row him over to Mr. 
George Sloates, where he found L. Harp- 
WICKE, Who had been taken out of the River, 
apparently dead, by G. Sloates and V. Terrill. 
The Doctor recommends to the Society the 
perſon to whoſe houſe the boy was conveyed, 
for the humanity exhibited by him and family, 
the boatmen, who ſo readily aſſiſted Dr. Smyth 
in conveying him acroſs the River, and the 
rſons who, by diving, brought the boy out; 
ikewiſe John Pender, Miles Smith, Milliam 
Hickes, and John Frozley, who gave ſuck aſ- 
ſiſtance as he directed towards effecting the re- 
Eovery of the boy; and is happy in an oppor- 
tunity of having exhibited any aſſiſtance effec- 
tually to the benefit of ſociety. The inci- 
dent happened at about three o'clock, and the 
Doctor left him after fix, perfectly reſtored.

SIR, 
THIS Fvening as J. Wee, Drury- 
lane, was bathing in the Thames, he was carried 


by the force of the tide out of his depth, and 


ſank, It was full ten minutes before the body 
was taken up, and then carried to the Spotted 
Dog. I was called in, but five minutes elapſed 
before my arrival. The boy to all appearance was 
dead, an univerſal coldneſs prevailed, (though 
the thermometer at this time was at 82) ſenſation 
was departed, and the heart and lungs had 
ceaſed their accuſtomed functions. 

Having been lately favoured with the appa- 
ratus for the recovery of the drowned, I was 
furniſhed with every thing proper for the oc- 
caſion ; and therefore the uſual methods recom- 
mended were purſued with unftemitting vi- 
gour, for a conſiderable time; and to my great 
concern, without any proſpect of ſucceſs. I 
then fortunately recollected that Dr. Hawes, in 
his CoursE or LECTURES ON ANIMATION, in 
deſperate Caſes, recommended antimonials, and 
therefore now reſolved to force down. a very 
ſtrong ſolution of emetic tartar; in the courſe 
of a quarter of an hour, a heaving of the 
breaſt was oblerved, and ſoon a languid pulſe: 
he now feemed very unealy, and in a ſhort time 


groaned and in a few minutes he vomited 


copiouſly, profuſe ſweats ſucceeded, a calm 
fleep came on, and he awaked ſo well re- 
covered, as to be reftored ro the care of his

SIR, 


IT is with infinite pleaſure I embrace 
an opportunity of communicating to your va- 
luable Inſtitution the following ſucceſsful Caſe. 

On Thurſday laſt, being at my garden, near 
the canal, I was informed, that a perſon ap- 
parently dead, was taken out of the water. I 
immediately ran to the ſpot, and diſcovered 
Fohn Crickett (a child) lying upon the wet 
ſand, without the leaft fymptom of life, and was 
informed by ſome gentlemen preſent, he had 
been under water ten minutes, and that then he 
had been taken out a quarter of an hour 
or more, in which time they had employ- 
ed the proper means; his face was amazingly 
enlarged, and of a very dark livid colour; the 
abdomen alſo much diſtended. I inſtantly con- 
veyed the body into an adjoining field, ſtrip- 
ped off the ſhirt, and made uſe of the-methods 
recommended by the Society. Fortunately ha- 
ving ſome brandy at my garden, I employed 
it externally to the thorax, abdomen, and ſpine, 
ſo ſucceſsfully, that in about twelve minutes 1 
had the pleafing ſatisfaction to obferve Symp- 
TOMS OF RETURNING ,LiFz by a deep figh, ac- 
companied with a tremulous motion of the tra- 
chea, and a plentiful diſcharge of urine and 
fæces; the inſpirations now became much more 

frequent,

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frequent, and in about twenty minutes he began 


to groan, The reaſon I did not inſtantly re- 
move the body to the Public-houſe I men- 
tioned, was, the ſun at that time ſhining very 
bright, and I conceived that its rays would an- 
ſwer every purpoſe of artificial heat, beſides the 
time which would have been loſt in conveying 
the body to that diſtance, I thought might be 
much better employed. Having thus far ſuc- 
ceeded in my attempts, I ordered a warm bed 
to be procured at a neighbouring Public-houſe, 
where | had the child immediately conveyed, 
the frictions, &c. continued, and ſome more 
of the brandy and water given, though made 
much ſtronger than the former; of this, I be- 
lieve, about two table {poonfuls were taken, in- 
to the ſtomach, which immediately brought on 
a vomiting 3 nevertheleſs the patient ſeemed 
much relieved for a ſhort time, when he was 
attacked with convulſive ſpaſms over the whole 
body, but theſe very ſoon ſubſided, and as re- 
4 a advanced, the child ſeemed to be in 
extreme pain, uttering the moſt violent ſhrieks, 
yet he was not able to articulate a ſingle word 
before the following day. 

It was two hours from my firſt ſeeing the pa- 
tient, before I choſe to omit the various means, 
and I then rubbed the thorax, throat, and tem- 
ples with warm brandy; this, with the extreme 
agitation he had before undergone, very ſoon 
compoſed him to ſleep: when he awoke he was 
inſenſible, and in this ſituation was removed to 
his own home, and ſlept moſt part of the night; 
in the morning he was perfectly ſenſible, and 
had not the moſt diſtant idea of the accident.

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Jam well convinced, that from the time the 
child remained in the water, and the diſtance I 
had to go, it could not poſſibly be leſs than 
five and twenty minutes Belle I ſaw the body. 
The ſpace of time before any ſymptoms of re- 
turning life apeared, I can more poſitively 
ſpeak to, as I aſcertained it by my watch. 

I was induced to take this early opportunity 
of communicating the preſent caſe, from my 
conciouſneſs of the utility of the Inſtitution 
and as every inſtance points out its ſalutary ef- 
fects, 1 hope the preſent caſe of ſucceſs will, 
in ſome meaſure, contribute to your invalu- 
able Publications. | 

I cannot in juſtice conclude my letter with- 
out ſtrongly recommending the Widows Har-

As I was paſſing down the River on Monday 
evening, I was informed, near Weſtminſter- 
bridge, that a gentleman had thrown himſelf 
from the centre arch, and had been juſt taken 
out of the water, after remaining under it for 
upwards of ten minutes. Upon enquiry I learnt 
that he was taken to the Waterman's Arms, in 
Hunger ford-ſtreet, and I immediately haſtened 
to his relief, that in caſe no Medical Aſſiſtant 
was preſent, no time might be Joſt in purſuing 
the moſt eligible plan for his reſtoration. When 
I arrived I found the patient quite cold, no 
pulſe, no reſpiration, and, in ſhort, to all ap- 
pearance totally dead. I thought it a "_ 
unfavourable Caſe; however, I had recourſe 
to the various means adviſed by the Humane 
Society, which were continued for upwards of 
an hour without intermiſſion, betore any ſymp- 
tom of life returned; at the expiration of 
which time, a very weak and ſcarcely percep- 
tible pulſe appeared; ſoon after which.he was 
ſeized with convulſions, ſo ſtrong that it was 
with difficulty that ſix men could confine him.

I now attempted to give him ſome warm bran- 
dy and water, which he was incapable of ſwal- 
lowing, the power of deglutition being much 
impeded. | | 

From this time he began to grow ſome- 
what ſenſible, complained of being exceed - 
ingly ſick, and ſoon after vomited. A vo- 
latile cordial mixture was now ordered him, 
part of which he got down without much 
difficulty. His pulſe grew gradually ſtronger, 
and he became more and more ſenſible. Notwith- 
ſtanding all theſe favourable circumſtances, his 
Extremities {till continued exceſſively cold, on 
which account warm bricks were applied to the 
ſoles of his feet, and the frictions renewed, and 
by perſevering in this plan about an hour and a 
half, his uſual warmth returned.

In about two hours I returned and found 
him in every reſpect perſectly recovered, ex- 
cepting the uſual languor incident on theſe 
occaſions.

The external ſurface continuing remarkably 
cold, Mr. Andree adviſed a warming pan, 
filled with hot coals, to be rubbed gent! 
over the whole ſurface of the body, chroveh 
the medium of a blanket, which very much 
quickened the return of the natural heat, 
and was very conducive to the recovery. It 
was full two hours before our endeavours 


proved ſucceſsful, when we had the pleaſure 


of leaving him to the care of his mother, 
perfectly recovered.

There being no perſon 
with him but the other child, and the well 
being ſome diſtance from any houſe, I ſuppoſe 
it to be near half an hour before he was got out 
which was happily effected, by hooking his 
clothes with a farmer's rake, After a ſhort 
time, he was carried home quite ſtiff and cold. 
Some of the people that happened to be there 
knowing that I came from Graveſend, and 
having before heard of your Humane Society, 
concluded to ſend for me, imagining that I 

knew the methods uſed for recovery. When | 
came I luckily found they had ſtripped him, 
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and had laid him on a table, with a blanket 
under him. The weather being very hot, I 
immediately ordered the windows and doors 
to be opened, and had him put to bed be- 
tween hot blankets, after having him well 
dried with hot flannels, I then began the 
various judicious means recommended on ſuch 
occaſions, and likewiſe applied burnt rags to 
the noſtrils, rubbed the temples with ſpirits of 
hartſhorn, &c, and endeavoured to get ſome di- 
tuted with water down his throat, but without 
effect for ſome time. After unwearied pains 
for near four hours trial, I then GET evi- 
dent ſymptoms of re- animation. The enſuing 
night he was much convulſed, but by the appli- 
cation of ſinapaſms, and a ſtrict attention to 
other medical means, he gradually recovered.

KNOWING how much you inte- 
tereſt yourſelf in every inſtance of reſtoring 


Animation, I take the liberty of laying be- 


fore you a Caſe, wherein I have happily ſuc- 
ceeded, 

This morning, I was called to S. Miles, 
at Mr. J. Scott's, Brick-fields, Hammerſmith. He 
was found at five o'clock, when the people came 
to work on the top of a pile of bricks which 
were burning, in a ſuffocated ſtate. When I 
came he had not the ſmalleft ſymptoms of life 
remaining. No pulſation at the wriſt percep- 
tible; his jaws o fixed, as to require much 
exertion to introduce any thing between his 
teeth. He had a univerſal coldneſs. I opened 
a vein, and obtained about three ounces of 
blood, and with much difficulty got down 
ſome volatile fœtid ſpirits and water. I had 
him removed to a neighbouring houſe, and 
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plied him with the volatile ſpirit, inter- 
nally and externally, and ordered a friction 
on the ſurface in general. In the mean time 
the tobacco apparatus was prepared, and threw 
up the fumes per anum : After a few minutes uſe 
of theſe means, he began to move his eyes and 
the muſcles of his face. I now began to perceive 
the ſmalleſt action of the artery imaginable. I 
opened a ſecond vein, and got ſix ounces 
more blood, perſevering ſtill in the uſe of the 
above means, and in the courſe of an hour 1 
got down an ounce of ipecacuanha wine and 
ſix grains of emetic tartar; he broke wind _ 
ward, and on forcing the medicine down, he 
coughed ; and by applying ſtimulants to his 
noſe, he moved his head. The pulſe now in- 
creaſed very perceptibly, and by eight o'clock, 
when I ſtruck the ſoles of his feet ſmartly with 
a tin ſkimmer, he made a faint cry, and moved 
his feet ; before this, his limbs were as motion- 
leſs and ſtiff} as if dead. The heart began to beat, 
and on tickling his noſe, he moved his hands. 
By nine o'clock, he took notice and anſwered; 
and by conſtantly urging him, he ſpoke ſeveral 
times, and drank of his own: accord. From this 
time he recovered apace, emptied his ſto- 
mach, and took nouriſhment, and is now free 
from every kind of complaint.

He had him 
ftripped and wiped dry, laid on blankets be- 
fore the fire, rubbed with ſalt, and purſued the 
remedies recommended by the Society ; in half 
an hour he ſhewed ſigns of life, a faint pulſa- 
tion with convulſive motions, After a perſeve- 
rance in the remedies for ſome time, he ſpoke; 
at firſt, unintelligibly; he then was put into a 
warm bed, had hot brandy and water, which 
he ſwallowed with ſome difficulty. In about an 
hour from his being brought to the Public- 
houſe, he was able to inform them, that he was 
a failor, his name was John Whitehead, and 
lodged at No. 4, Milk-alley, Wapping ; having 
been drunk, could give no account of his get- 


ting into the water, but that he went to ſeck a 


ſhipmate. The next morning, having a diffi- 
culty in reſpiration, with a full pulſe, eight 
ounces of blood was taken from the arm, and 
the young man returned to his lodgings in 
perfect health.

ON Thurſday evening laſt, about ſig 
o'clock, a boat at Gray's Wharf, in Eſſex, over- 
ſer with four paſſengers in twelve feet water, 
one of whom was ſo much intoxicated, as to 
be incapable of even attempting to catch at the 
ftraw, ſo natural to a man in his unhappy ſitu- 
ation; one of his company, who was aſſiſting 
him in the boat when it overſet, ſupported him 
in the water, for a ſhort time; but finding that 
he was incapable of keeping himſelf and his un- 
fortunate friend above water, he was under the 

ainful neceſſity of quitting his companion, to 
better able to ſecure his own ſafety ; the 
conſequence was, that the inebriated perſon 
ſunk, and came up on the other ſide the boat, 
which was yet floating keel upwards. Luckily 
there was a waterman at the ſpot, who caught 
him as he roſe; and, with afliſtance, got him 
on ſhore; which, from the time that he fell 
into the water was not more than five minutes, 
and near five more before he was in bed. He 
was then to all appearance lifeleſs, not havingthe 
leaſtpulſation, or reſpiration; his mouth and noſe 
were foaming, and the face of a livid appear- 
ance, I had! very fortunately for the poor fel- 
low, been preſent at an attempt to recover a 
drowned. perſon, by Mr. Kite, a very able and 
ingenious ſurgeon of this place, and therefore 
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(40) 
had ſome knowledge of the methods recom- 
mended by the Humane Society. I ordered 
a chair, and had him moved immediately 
to the firſt public-houſe, viz. Fekyll's Grays. 
He was then ſtript, and put into a warm bed; 


we there began the friction with flannel and 


warm towels, which was continued an hour and 
a half. I applied a bottle of warm water to the 
fole of each foot, and one under each arm-pit. 
After employing the uſual means near three 


quarters of an hour, we were flattered with an 


irregular breathing and low pulſation : I judged 
that from the intoxiated ſtate of the patient be- 
fore the accident, the ſtomach muſt be much 
loaded, and therefore to deliver it from its bur- 
then, would much contribute to his recovery ; 
for that purpoſe I adminiſtered an emetic, 
which ſoon operated and crowned my wiſhes, 
by a moſt copious diſcharge. I applied ſome 
ſal volatile to his noſtrils; it had a moſt de- 
fired and viſible effect. In about an hour he 
began to ſpeak incoherently, but at an hour 
and a half gave a rational anſwer, I de- 
fired a bed to be made in another room, in 
which I had him removed, and put between 
the blankets, covering him up very warm. I 
then left him, concluding he was out of dan- 
ger; and the moment I got home, I ſent Mr. 
Jones, his Surgeon, to him, whom I ſhall re- 
queſt to inform you of the then, and ſubſe- 
quent, ſtate of the patient. |

a half, and thus ſucceeded in our efforts to the 
no ſmall ſatisfaction of the ſurrounding people, 
ſome of whom ſaid, (to uſe their own expreſſi- 
ons) © we had raiſed the dead from the grave.” 

The young man is now perfectly recovered; daily 
working on the river, and an abſolute monument 
of mercy. In a converſation with him, concern- 
ing what had happened, I found him perfectly

| ON Thurſday, May 6, I was fent for 

to the Crown, near Milford lane, where a wo- 

wan had been carried, juſt taken out of the 

Thames, near Arundel-ftairs. I immediately 

went and found Mr. Moore of Norfolk-ftreet there. 

She was quite cold and inſenſible, but had 

a weak pulſe, and breathed with much difficulty, 

We dried the body, rubbed the arms, legs, 

back and ſtomach, with warm flannels, and ap- 

plied volatiles to the noſtrils and temples; by 
which means the natural warmth gradually re- 
turned, and in about half an hour became ge- 

neral. Mr. Moore informed me, that before I 

came, he tried if ſhe could ſwallow, and with 

difficulty got down a ſolution of emetic tartar. 

L have always obſerved, that if vomiting can 
be brought on, it haſtens the recovery. I there- 
fore, at intervals (for ſhe was much convulſed 
at times and unable to fwallow) got down more 
of the antimonial ſolution, til} ſhe had taken at 
leaſt eight grains; which in a little time made 
her ſick, and ſhe brought up a quantity of frothy 
matter. I then gave her ſeveral cups of warm 
water, which encouraged the retching, and ſhe 
vomited plentifully, which rouſed her, and ſhe 
ſoon began to take notice; grew ſenſible and was 
able to relate her misfortune : and faid, that 

Poverty and deſpair had occaſioned the dread- 
ul act. She was, however, very ſorry for the 

\ raſh attempt, and very thankful for the aſ- 
fiſtance ſhe had received.

She appears to be about 
60 years of age, and lives at Mr. HMrigbt's Coal- 
ſhed, Derrington-Street, Leather-Lane; ſhe had 
been obſerved by the milk people, walking 


to and fro by the River, ſince three o'clock in 


the morning, fo that it was probably an attempt 
of ſuicide,

Sis, ACCORDING to your direction, 
I ſend you encloſed, the Caſe concerning C. B. 
who had hanged herſelf, and the means uſed for 
her recovery, as circumſtantially deſcribed as 
poſſible; and I beg, if you approve of it, you 
will be kind enough to lay it before the Com- 
mittee of the Humane Society: J have been obliged 
in the Caſe itſelf to make ule of - Initials only, 
which however ſhall not prevent the proving 
of the fact by witneſſes if required. 

ON OZ. 1, 1784, Mc. J. G. called on 
me in the utmoſt conſternation, and begged that 
I would follow him immediately to his houſe, 
and try ſome means to recover a woman who 
had hanged herſelf. I found the apparently 
dead body placed in a chair and ſupported 
by domeſticks; and immediately - forced her 
neck from a curtain ſtring, which ſhe had 
uſed for the horrid purpoſe. There were 
three circular impreſſions round her neck, two 
of which were ſlight, as if the ſtring had 
been ſlipping, but the third was very deep and 
the ſkin ſomewhat cut. There' was a quantity 
of froth at her mouth, her whole body was cold, 
and ſhe was to all appearance dead. I ordered 
her clothes to be taken off with the greateſt dif- 
patch, and had her extremities rubbed with ſalt, 
and with an aſſiſtant, applied camphorated ſpirits 
of wine to her temples and breaſt, volatile 
ſpirits of hattſhorn to her noſtrils, &c. I opened 
 aveinain each arm, but obtained only a few drops 
of blood, which coagulated as ſoon as it iſſued from 
the orifices, Twenty minutes paſt one e'clock 
(thirty-five minutes after the body was diſco- 

P vered) 
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vered) a friend of Mr. J. G's. came into the 
room, whoſe aſſiſtance I alſo deſired; and we 
continued the uſe of various means for about 
half an hour longer, when Mr. IJ. G. ſaid, he 
thought it needleſs to do any more, for ſhe 
would not come to life again; but I inſiſted 
on a farther perſeverance. Ten minutes be- 
fore two, I thought, I perceived her pulſe 
beating, but my own circulation being much 
increaſed from exertion, and my pulſe beating 
very ſtrong, I was not certain whether it was the 
pulſation of my own finger or the artery of her 
arm; Mr. I. G. was deſired to examine the wriſt, 
but he ſaid he perceived nothing. We ſtill 
continued our efforts. 

At two o'clock, according to my own watch, I 
felt awarmthin her forehead, which ſoon extended 
to the breaſt: in the mean time a quantity of 
froth lowed from her mouth; her eyelids began 
to tremble, and her whole body became con- 
vulſed, but particularly the legs and arms, in which 
the ſtretching, ſhaking, and ſhivering, was very 
remarkable. A little while after the convulſi- 
ons had ceaſed, ſhe opened her eyes, took hold 
of my hand, and began to cry; which was at 
a quarter paſt two o'clock: ſo that on the whole, 
an hour and a quarter had elapſed before ſhe 
ſhewed any ſigns *, life, and a quarter of an hour 
more before ſhe was perfectly reſtored. In the 
evening ſhe complained much of an head-ach, 
but the next morning ſhe was quite well.

From Mr. Rowley, to the TREASURER.

On Monday the third inſtant, Richard Williams 
and his fon came to buy Potter's ware, at the 
manufactory of Meſſrs. Bell and Thursfield, in 
the pariſh of Benthall, and county of Salop. 
Being greatly fatigued with coming a tedious 
journey of twenty-ſeven miles, through ex- 
ceeding bad roads, and a very deep ſnow; and 
being unwilling to be at the expence of reſting at 
an inn, they contented themſelves with lodging 
in a place called (by the Potters) the Smake- 
houſe. The air at this time was intenſely cold, 
and as the poor creatures underitood no more 
of Phyfick than they did of Phileſopry, they 
apprehended that the ſmoke would oe leſs in- 
jurious than the cold piercing air, and there- 
tore ſhut themſelves up cloſe in this warm 
ſmokey room; and when I was ſent for ear] 
on Tueſday morning, 1 7 had all the up- 
toms 
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toms of ſuffocation upon them, and were for 
ſome time without ſenſe or motion, and a 
parently dead. I ordered them to be taken 
to a Publick-houſe in the neighbourhood, kept 
by a poor widow, who very humanely accom- 
eos them with a warm and comfortable 
ed, and other conyeniencies. — | 
On uſing the efficacious plans reſerlbed by 
the Humans Socrety, for a confderabl ime, 
the ſon breathed, and ſpoke a little on Theſday 
evening, but the father continued very 1 
rouſly ill, and could not ſpeak till the day fol- 
lowing. They continued very weak for five 
days, but I have the pleaſure to inform you now, 
that they are both perfectly recovered. 8 
The boy came about three weeks afterwards 
for more pot- ware to the ſame manufactory, and 
ſays that his father goes about his buſineſs at home, 
but durſt not venture upon ſo long a journey till he 
has acquired a little more ſtrength. Some of 
the workmen queſtioning him about his late 
event, he told them © that he intended to open 
© the door before he fell afleep; but when be 
* awaked, he could neither creep, nor get to it 
y any other means.” By ſleep (perhaps) he 
meant a kind of fainting, or ſuffecation, which 
(I ſuppoſe) come upon a perſon inſenſibly, and 
imperceptibly deprive him of all ſenſation. It 
is well known, that when the air is too much 
attenuated by heat, or any other means, and 
its elaſticity deſtroyed, the /ungs cannot expand 
till freſh air be admitted, and its equilibrium 
reſtored: and ſuppoling any animal to breathe 
in this vitiated air (though it ſhould be im- 
Pregnated with no other opnoxious qualities ) it 
883 F cannot 
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cannot ſurvive long in ſuch a dangerous at- 
moſpbere. This neighbourhood abounds with 
mines of coal of different qualities and deno- 
minations, the workers in which too frequently 
meet with fatal accidents by ſuffocation, &c. 
That kind of coal chiefly ufed in the Smoke- 
houſes, is a raw coal (called here clod-coal) 
. wilich is ſuppoſed to contain leſs ſulphur than 
| any other kind; but yet it contains ſo much 
of a ſulphurious or fumiginous quality, as fre- 
quently to have been found prejudicial to, and 
deſtructive of animal life; for if dogs happen ac- 
cidentally to be ſhut in one of theſe houſes all 
night, they are generally found irrecoverably 
dead the next morning. And when the work- 
* men are obliged to repair their furnaces (though 
they are ſecured as much as poſſible from the 
heat, and every other annoyance) the vapor or 
Muvium is fo ſtrong, that they can work but 
a few minutes at a time, and frequently find 
themſelves very ill for two or three days.

| BEING called to ſome patients 
at the Briſtol Wells within theſe few days paſt, 
I made it my buſineſs to ſee Mr. Bainton, Sur- 
geon, in Briſtol, who aſſiſted in the recovery of 
one of the boys who was apparently dead from 
drowning, an- account of which appeared in the 
papers about the beginning of laſt month. Mr. 
Bainton (at the requeſt of my nameſake, Mr.

SIR, | ; 
A few days paſt, Mr. Fotbergill 
of this city called on me, and communicated 
part of a converſation that had paſſed between 
you and him reſpecting the caſe of a lad who 
recovered after being apparently drowned, to 
whom I was called; and informed me, you 
wiſhed to know from me the more minute cir- 

cumſtances of the Caſe. 

He, with other boys, was bathing, when one 
was obſerved to be out of his depth, which ex- 
cited the humanity of this boy to attempt his 
preſervation, though no older than the other ; 
each being about thirteen, and 1gnorant of the 

art of ſwimming: they ſoon became in equal 
danger, and finally diſappeared; the one who 
went to the aſſiſtance * the other, diſappeared 
a few minutes after him. It was a conſidera- 
ble time before a perſon could be procured ; 
who, when he arrived, ſeemed ſo inſenſible of 
their deaths, from the tranquillity of the water, 
and thelong time ſince any air bubbles had ariſen, 
that he was in no hurry to get them out, but very 
deliberately ſtripped himſelf, and happened to 
find him firſt who went to the other's aſſiſtance, 
and appeared laſt. He then with ſome difficulty 
ſound the other; and got both removed to an 
adjoining ale-houſe, where a multitude ſoon 
collected, and with the kindeſt motives did every 
thing they could for the ſufferers in vain: after 
an hour's delay, or rather time ſpent in impro- 


per 
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per means, myſelf, and Mr. Me oſs, an apothe- 


cary, were fent for, and ſaw them as ſoon as 
the diſtance of a long mile would allow; we 
immediately cleared the room of as many as. 
poſſible of the people who had thronged in, and 
admitted by the windows as much freſh air as 
we could, the room being quite contaminated 
by the reſpiration of ſuch a concourſe as had aſ- 
ſembled. We then made uſe of a variety 
of ſtimuli with friction at intervals, throw- 
ing in tobacco fumes per anum, and after 
about an hour's continuance of ſuch means, 
Jobn Mick, the lad who was firſt taken out of 
the water, gave us hopes by breathing, and a 
tremulous motion of the heart; and on cent | 
ing the above means, he was fo far recovered 
by the time we left him, as to be able to walk, 
and talk diſtinctly, though he did not return 
to reaſon until force hours after; his pulſe was 
remarkably full, and his face quite diſtorted? 
with a kind of ſpaſmodic pain which made him 
cry very loud, and frequently. He had a viſt- 
catory applied between the ſhoulders, and an 
antimonial mixture with Sp. C. C. to take, 
which much relieved him, and he was able in 
three days to attend his ſchool. | 

We continued the ſame methods to tlie other 
above an hour longer, but in vain.---I have 
complied as much as my recollection will allow

M. G. was ſent to the Poor-houſe at V bite- 
haven, upon Thurſday, the 21ſt of Auguſt, 1783. 
As Mr. Dent, the maſter, was ſuſpicions of her 
making an attempt to deſtroy her exiſtence, 
every requiſite caution was taken to prevent it: 
hence her garters, ribbands, and even handker- 
chiefs were immediately removed, and ſhe was 


left alone debarred of every probable means of 


fulfilling her intention. About five in the after- 
noon the fall of a weighty body was heardthrough 
the houſe, when the family repairing to the room 
where was confined, found her extended upon 
the floor apparently dead, Her fa:e was much 
tumified, and of a dark livid colour; her reſpi- 
ration totally interrupted. Mrs. Dent inſtantly 
had recourſe to various modes of agitation, fre- 
quently ſtriking the palms of her hands, and 
ſhaking her. violently. She remained about 
twenty minutes in this ſtate ; the chief indicators 
of latent and returning animation were certain 
irregular tremblings of her eye lids, which — 
toc 
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took place in the right, and ſoon after more 
powerfully affected the left lid. Mrs. Dent 
became now apprehenſive of ſome ſudden and 
active exertions, and therefore immediately ap- 
plied the ſtreight waiſtcoat, upon which the 
girl endeavoured to move her head a little for- 
ward, in order to compreſs her neck againſt the 
ſharp edge of the waiſtcoat and thus complete 
the wiſhed for buſineſs of ſtrangulation. A 
woman, then preſent, provoked at this circum-- 
ſtance, ſtruck her forcibly upon the cheek, and 
as it appeared to have an influence more re- 
markably reſtorative than any of the means 
previouſly employed, the treatment was re- 
peated till ſhe recovered. Upon attending to 
particulars, it was obvious that the girl had 
ſuſpended herſelf by fixing the binding of her 
petticoat about her neck and to one of the iron 
bars; and it is highly probable that ſo long as 
ſhe was able to prevent he whole weight im- 
pending, the effects of ſtrangulation would be 
in ſome meaſure produced; but a ſtate of ſtu- 
pefaction ſoon after taking place, and obviati 


this extraordinary artifice, the body would rea- 


dily extricate itſelf from a ligature ſo inappli- 
cable. Mr. W#iliams, the Surgeon applied 
to, found her very. much recovered. He is 
of opinion that her fate would have been, ine- 
vitable if Mrs Dent had not inſtantly employed

CASE II. 


"ON Thurſday the fourth of September laſt, at 
five in the afternoon, Henry Burden, aged twelve 
years, attempting to, ſtep from one veſſel to 
„another in the harbour of Whitehaven, unfor- 
tunately fell into the water. The endeavours 
he made to ſuſpend himſelf there were remark - 
ably ſucceſsful, and he was readily brought up 
by a perſon who expeditiouſly deſcended the ſide 
of the ſhip for that purpoſe. When taken out 
of the water, he violently graſped the man who 
held him, and ſoon after ſhrieked very Joudly 
and inarticularely ; he alſo fainted repeatedly, 
. becoming at ſhort intervals quite frantic and 
ungovernable ; 3 his body felt exceedingly cold, 
ond difficultly acquired any perceptible degree 
af heat; his limbs and features were powerfully 
convulſed and contorted, paroxyſms of univer- 

fal trembling frequently obtained; a ſmall 
quantity of blood had been diſcharged from his 
mouth, but this appeared to be the probable 
conſequence of a flight contuſion he had pre- 
viouſly ſuffered. He could not immediately 
ſwallow the, liquids exhibited, and when ſome 
hours afterwards he was able to ſpeak, he im- 
puted the diff.culty to a ſenſe ot pain and op- 

reſſion at his throat and breaſt; he continued 


in this ſtate a conlideradle length of time, fleep- 


| ing for hours compoledly, and then awaking to 
by ſufer 
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ſuffer a recurrence of his former ſymptoms, fo 
that it was not before early the next morning 
(a ſpace of about ten hours from his receiving 
the accident) that he either entirely recovered 
his ſenſes or had become naturally warm. He 
then complained of general weakneſs and trou- 
bleſome ſickneſs at his ſtomach, both which 
naturally receded, and in a few days he found 
himſelf perfectly free from complaint. In thus 
cloſing the circumſtances of this caſe, it is by 
no means amiſs to obſerve that buoyed up by 
his cloaths, and preſervative exertions, he 
could not poſſibly have remained longer below 
the ſurface of the water than one or two mi- 
nutes. The Medical Aſſiſtants upon this occa- 
ſion, were Mr. Hamilton, and Mr. Edward 
Dawſon, Surgeons. The latter had directed 
ſmall portions of ſpirits and water to be fre- 
quently given him. The former, who did not 
ſee the patient till ſome time after the accident 
happened, found him remarkably debilitared, 
and breathing very laboriouſly; every other 
{ſymptom indicated a ſtate of flow but certain 
recovery. A cordial regimen became therefore 
only requiſite, and a gentle laxative next 
morning completed the cure. 


T CASE 
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On Friday the 12th of September, three ac 
cidents occurred in this port and neighbour- 
hood ; the third inſtance proved in many reſ- 
pects truly alarming. The circumſtances are as 
follow : 

A boy amuſing himſelf with fiſhing at the 
extremity of the pier of Mary-port, was ſuddenly 
and violently ſtruck by a wave and carried into 
the harbour. A ſeaman who ſtood by him and 
obſerved the accident, impelled by the appre- 
henſion of its conſequences, inſtantly plunged 
into the water, and with the greateſt imaginable 
difficulty caught hold of, and brought him our. 
The boy was detained ſeveral minutes in the wa- 
ter, and when taken from it, ſuffered a ſlight 

degree of general languor and partial inſenſibi- 
lity, from which he very ſlowly recovered. 

* .* Your laudable inſtructions were tranſ- 
mitted to all our maritime villages the day be- 
fore this accident happened, and I received the 
above infarmation when delivering one of them 
to be placed in a moſt eligible ſituation, not 
very diſtant from Mary-port. I have twice ad- 
dreſſed Mr. James, the principal Surgeon of 
the place, relative to the particular circumſtan- 
ces of this Caſe, and if 1 have the opportu- 
nity to ſhortly receive his ſentiments, ſhall do 
myſelf the ſatisfaction of immediately ſubjoin- 
ing them. 

Mr. James informs me that the boy was in 
the water about half an hour, during which 
| N time 
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time he till retained his ſenſes, endeavouring td 
lay hold of the fide of the quay, and holding 


out his hand to the perſon who preſerved and 


took him into an adjacent port. As no danger 
was apprehended no medical gentlemen were 
called 1n: 

No other caſe has ſince occurred; 

Mr. James attributes his want of ſucceſs in 
attempting to recover three caſes of drowning 
perſons to the impracticable application of a 
proper degree of reanimating heat equally to ati 
adult. He ſays; 

« When I was a boy and knew nothing of 
c medicine, I recovered a cock which was 
« drawn from a well, and hung by the feet for 
© ſome time after being to all appearance quite 
* dead. I got an hand barrow with ſtraw upon 
it, held it over a kitchen fire, and laid the 
* cock upon the ſtraw, turning him frequently 
c and blowing air into his lungs with my mouth. 
© In this manner | proceeded about an hour 
« without any appearance of ſucceſs; however, 
« ina little time after I obſerved that one of his 
* eyes was a little open, which was quite ſhut 
when I began; and by perſevering he was 
© reſtored to lite, being in three hours able to 
e go into the yard. 

« As the principle of life in the brute is the 
© ſame as in the human, I ſhould think that 
ce pentlemen who have leiſure, might make ex- 
„ periments upon the fmaller animals (which 
* they can manage beſt with regard to heat) 
* that might lead to the moſt proper means of 
* reſtoring life. For my own part, I think a 
* proper method of applying heat is what is moſt 
« wanted, | H. JaMes.”

RICHARD SNAGGS, aged 22, eight 
o clock P. M. had been confined in the dun- 
geon of our poor-houſe eight days, when be- 
coming very anxious and apprehenſive, he was 
diſpoſed to put an end to his exiſtence; he even 
intimated his intention to the perſon who then 
ſupplied him with ſupper. To accompliſh this 
dreadful event he employed the only wean in 
his power, that of tying an handkerchief tight 
round his neck, and reſolutely twiſting it with 
his fingers till he ſhould expire. In this, how- 
ever, he was happily prevented by the matron 
of the houſe, who arrived in ſufficient time to 
interrupt his determination. She found him in 
a ſtate of ſuffocation ſtretched upon the floor, 
with his head immerſed in the fluids furround- 
ing him. Upon looſing the handkerchief (which 
had formed a deep furrow upon his neck, and 
excited conſiderable tumefaction) and turning 
his face upwards, his eyes appeared fixed and 
prominent, his features remarkably dilated and 
ſuffuſed with blood ; and at the ſame time a de- 
gree of general inſenſibility manifeſtly obtained, 
his limbs were alſo peculiarly relaxed and tre- 
mulous: having conveyed him to bed, vari- 
ous modes were inſtantly and vigorouſly em- 
ployed, by which his recovery was gradually 
and perfectly effectuated. He afterwards ex- 
preſſed himſelf highly obligated to the aſſiſtants 
for their ſpeedy and ſucceſsiul attentions, being 
very ſenſible that a delay of one or two minutes 


would have proved inevitably fatal.

RICHARD BOWEN, a fiſherman, 
aged ſixty- eight years; on the 19th of Fane, 
1784, at three o'clock in the morning, attempr- 
ing to diſengage his boat from the Old. tongue, 


unfortunate fell into the harbour, where he lay : 


in a ſtate of inſenſibility at leaſt half an hour. 
He was diſcovered endeavouring to fit up in 
the water, which, as 1t was then early in the 
tide, did not entirely cover him ; when brought 
home (which from the diſtance, and difficulty 
in procuring aſſiſtance, neceſſarily employed a 
conſiderable length of time) his recovery was 
long deſpaired of. His clothes were perfectly 
wet, his body felt extremely cold, and his limbs 
ſuffered frequent tremulous paroxyſms; ex- 

reſſed himſelf very incoherently and incon- 
ſiſtently; pulſe quick and irregular. The apo- 


thecary to the Vhitebaven Diſpenſary was now 


called, who found him in the ſtare above men- 
tioned. With regard to the external injuries re- 
ceived, ſeveral flight wounds and contufions 
were obſerved upon his face and right leg, 
which required no very particular attention. 
After the employment of various ſtimulant ar- 
ticles, a ſmall quantity of blood being taken 
from him, and a proper reſtorative regimen di- 
reed, he gradually recovered. 


The 
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ft be ſubſequent account of the State of the Humitie 
Society at Norwich, evinces how ſucceſsful that 
of London has been in promoting an attention to 
the reftoration of the apparently dead (efpect- 
ally by drowning) in various parts of the 
kingdom. The Mayor and Corporation of 
Norwich are the particular patrons of the in- 
ſiitution in that city; they ſubſcribe to the ſup- 
port of it, and have purhaſed drags and appa- 
ratus fimilar to thoſe uſed in the metropolis for 
the laudable purpoſes of preſerving and reſtoring 
animation. Their plan has already met with 
conſiderable ſucceſs, and as being engaged in one 
common cauſe of humanity, we wiſh them every 
poſſible encouragement ; and truſt hereafter to 
give @ more numerous catalogue of lives reſcued 
From the hazard of death by their philanthro- 
pic and judicious exertions.

THE general deſigns of this charity are 
to make known as much as poſſible the proper 
methods to be uſed for the recovery of perſons 
apparently drowned, or ſuffocated by any other 

means, and to encourage all people to be active

rewards proportioned to the hazard, trouble, 
expence, or loſs of time which may be occaſioned 
by any accident of this kind. 
The Directors of this charity have therefore 
reſolved, that premiums ſhall be given in caſes 


where the perſon recovered was apparently

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drowned or ſuffocated, or in real and imminent 


danger of it; and when thoſe who ſhall have 


given their aſſiſtance were expoſed to actual ha- 


zard, expence, or material Joſs of time; and 


alſo that the perſon ſaved or recovered ſhould 
appear before the Treaſurer with the claim- 
ants, the hetter to explain the circumſtances 
of the caſe, to prove that no fraud is in- 
tended, and to receive directions for return- 
ing public thanks to God Almighty, according 
to the rules of the Society. And farther, that 
no one ſhall be entitled to a reward for giving 


the firſt information to any of the medical aſ- 
ſiſtants, unleſs the perſon to whom the accident 


ſhall have happened, be either apparently deaq; 


or ſhall ſhew only ſuch feeble ſigns of life as evi- 


dently to require ſome medical aſſiſtance. 

It appears, that premiums have been given 
for ſix children who Fl into the river, and were 
in danger of being drowned.

years of age, out of the river from under the 


weeds, apparently dead, and recovering him by. 


the methods recommended by this Society. 

For taking Sarab Hankes likcwiſe out of the 
river at Heigham, with ſcarce any ſigns of life, 
and recovering her by the fame means. 

For attempting the recovery of Robert Biſhop, 
who was drowned at Thorpe; and John Gibſon, 
who was drowned near Hiſbop Gates, though 
unfortunately wichout ſuccels. 


It will appear alſo, from the following ſtate 


of the accounts, that the fund of the Society is

It may be proper to obſerve that ſeveral parts of 
the ſubſequent paper as originally written, are here 
omitted, as they relate more to the practice of mid- 
wifery than the art of reſuſcitation, and conſequently 
being inconſiſtent with the buſineſs of theſe Reports, 
could neither amuſe nor inform the general reader, 


Dr. HUNTER ox THE UNCERTAINTY OF 
THE SIGNS OF MURDER, 


IN thoſe unhappy caſes of the death of 
baſtard children, as in every action indeed that is 
either criminal or ſuſpicious, reaſon and juſtice 
demand an enquiry into all the circumſtaſtces ; 
and particularly to find out from what views 
and motives the act proceeded. For, as nothing 
can be ſo criminal but that circumſtances might 
be added by the imagination to make it worſe ; 
ſo nothing can be conceived ſo wicked and of- 
fenſive to the feelings of a good mind, as not 
to be ſomewhat ſoftened or extenuated by cir- 
cumſtances and motives. In making up a juſt 
eſtimate of any human action, much will de- 
pend on the ſtate of the agent's mind at the 
time; and therefore the laws of all countries 
make ample allowance for inſanity. The in- 
ſane are not held to be reſponſible for their ace 
tions. | 

In that ſtate they are often overtaken ſooner 
than they expected; their ſchemes are fruſ- 
V 2 ttrated; 
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trated; their diſtreſs of body and mind de- 
prives them of all judgment, and rational con- 
duct; they are delivered by themſelves, where- 
ever they happened to retire in their fright and 
confuſion; ſometimes dying in the agonies of 
childbirth, and ſometimes being quite exhauſted 
they faint away, and become inſenſible of what 
is paſſing; and when they recover a little 
ſtrength, find that the child, whether ſtill-born 
or not, is completely lifelefs. In ſuch a caſe, is 
it to be expected, when it could anſwer no pur- 


* 


pale that a woman ſhould divulge the ſecret ? 
Will not the beſt diſpoſitions of mind urge her 
to preſerve he character? She will therefore 
hide every appearance of what has happened as 
well. as ſhe can; though if the diſcovery be 
made, that conduct will be ſet down as a proof 
of her guilt. 

In moſt of theſe caſes we are apt to take 
up an early prejudice; and when we evidently 
fee an intention of concealing the birth, con- 
clude that there was an intention of deſtroying 
the child; and we account for every circum- 
ſtance upon that ſuppoſition, ſaying, why elſe 
did ſhe do ſo and ſo? And why elſe did ſhe 
not do ſo and ſo? Such queſtions would be 
fair, and draw forth ſolid concluſions, were the 
womar ſuppoſed at the time to be under the di- 
rection of a calm and unembarraſſed mind; but 
the moment we reflect that her mind was vio- 
lently agitated with a conflict of paſſions and 
terror, an irrational conduct may appear very 
natural. i 

To form a ſolid judgment about the birth 
of a new- born child, from the examination of

its body, a profeſſional man ſhould have ſeen 
many new- born children, both ſtill- born, and 
ſuch as had outlived their birth a ſhort time 
only: and he ſhould have diſſected, or attended 
the diſſections of a number of bodies in the dif- 
ferent ſtages of advancing putrefaction. I have 
often ſeen various common and natural appear- 
ances, both internal and external, miſtaken for 
marks of a violent death. I remember a child 
which was found in a compreſſed ſtate and glo- 
bular form, and, like hardened dough, had re- 
tained all the concave impreſſions which had been 
made where any part of the ſkin and fleſh had 
been preſſed inwards.. The jury had got an 
opinion that this moulding of the fleſh could 
not have happened, except the infant had been 
put into that compreſſed ſtate while it was alive. 
My anatomical employments enabled me to re-- 
move all their doubts about the fact. I offered 
to make the experiment before them, if they 
pleaſed; the child ſhould be laid in warm 
water, till its fleſh ſhould become ſoft and pli- 
able, as in a body juſt dead; then it ſhould 
be compreſſed, and remain ſo till cold, and 
then they ſhould ſee the ſame effect produced. 
They were ſatisfied without making the trial. 
There are many other circumſtances to be 
A learned by an extenſive experience in anatomy 
1 and midwifery, which, for fear of making this 
paper prolix, and thence leſs uſeful, I ſhall 
pals over, and come to the material queſtion, 
viz. in ſuſpicious caſes, how tar may we con- 
clude that the child was born alive, and pro- 


bably murdered by its mother if the lungs ſwim 
in water? 
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Firſt, We may be aſſured that they contain 
air. Then we are to find out if that air be gene- 
rated by putrefaction. | 

Secondly, To determine this queſtion, we 
are to examine the other internal parts, to ſee 
if they be emphyſematous or contain air; and 
we muſt examine the appearance of the air- 
bubbles in the lungs with particular attention. 
If the air which is in them be that of reſpiration, 
the air-bubbles will hardly be viſible to the 
naked eye; but if the air-bubbles be large, 
or if they run in lines along the ſures between 
the component lobuli of the lungs, the air is cer- 
tainly emphyſematous, and not air which had 
been taken in by breathing. 

Thirdly, If the air in the lungs be found to 
be contained in the natural air- veſſels, and to 
have the appearance of air received in them 
by breathing, let us next find out if that air 
was not perhaps blown into the lungs after 
the death of the infant. It is ſo generally 
known that a child, born apparently dead, 
may be brought to life by inflating its lungs, 
that the mother herſelf, or ſome other perſon, 
might have tried the experiment. It might 
even have been done with a moſt diabohcal in- 
tention of bringing about the condemnation of 
the mother, | 

But the moſt dangerous and the moſt com- 
mon error into which we are are apt to fall, is 
this, viz. ſuppoſing the experiment to have been 
fairly made, and that we have guarded againſt 
every deception above mentioned, we may 
raſhly conclude that the child was born alive, 


and therefore muſt probably have __ eg 
red; 
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dered; eſpecially in a caſe wnere the mother 
had taken pains, by ſecreting the child, ro 
conceal the birth, As this laſt circumſtance 
has generally great weight with a jury, I ſhall 
only- obſerve, that in fair equity, it cannot 
amount to more than a ground of ſuſpicion, and 
therefore ſhould not determine a queſtion, other- 
wiſe doubtful, between an acquittal, or an igno- 
mintous death. 

Here let us ſuppoſe a caſe which every body 
will allow to be very poſſible. An unmarried 
woman, becoming pregnant, is ſtriving to con- 
ceal her ſname, and laying the beſt ſcheme that 
ſhe can deviſe for ſaving her own life and that 
of her child, and at the ſame time concealing 
the ſecret—but her plan 1s at once diſcon- 
certed, by her being unexpectedly and ſuddenly 
taken ill alone, and delivered of a dead child. 
If the law puniſhes ſuch a woman with death for 
not publiſhing her ſhame, does it not require 
from human nature more than weak human na- 
ture can bear? In a caſe ſo circumſtanced, 
ſurely the only crime is the having been preg- 
nant, which the law does not mean to puniſh 
with death ; and the attempt to conceal it by 
fair means ſhould not be puniſhable with death, 
as that attempt ſeems to ariſe from a principle 
of virtuous ſhame. | 

Having ſhewn that the ſecreting of the child 
amounts at moſt to ſuſpicion only, let us return 
to the moſt important queſtion of all, viz; If 
in the caſe of a concealed birth, it be clearly 
made out that the child had breathed, may we 
infer that it was murdered ? Certainly not. It

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Is certainly a 1 like the laſt, which 
amounts only to ſuſpicion. " 


Theſe facts deſerve a ſerious conſideration 
from the public: and as I am under a convic- 
tion of mind, that when generally known, they 
may be the means of ſaving ſome unhappy and 
innocent women, I regard the publicatiorf of 


them as an indiſpenſible duty. 
Since the laſt publication of our Reports, 
which was early in the year 1483, the cele- 
brated Dr. HuyTtr became a Life Director of 
this Inſtitution, which afforded the ſtrongeſt 
proof that he was convinced of its general uti- 
lity and importance ; but unfortunately the So- 
ciety could only boaſt of ſo illuſtrious an aſſo- 
ciate for a ſhort period, as in a few months 
after, the world was deprived of this juſtly cele- 
brated anatomical lecturer. It gives the Editor 
inexpreſſible pleaſure to inform the reader that 
the immortal anatomiſt warmly recommended 
to his pupils be art of reſtoring ſuſpended anima- 
tion. Such an authority, added, to thoſe of the 
late Sir Jonn PrincLEs, and the preſent Dr. 
HzBERDEN, and Dr. W. WArTSsoN, who coun- 
tenanced the Humane Society from its firſt eſta- 
bliſhment, muſt convince medical and phi- 
loſophic men, how much it merits their atten- 
rion and ſupport ; and how greatly it would be- 
nefit mankind, if ſimilar inflitutions were gene- 
rally, or if poſſible, univerſally eſtabliſhed.

| A MAN forty years old, ſervant 
to Mr. Woodriffe, and one of the French pri- 
ſoners, who had returned to Derby after the 
laſt peace, took, through diſtreſs of mind, 
about half an ounce of ſolid opium, at three in 


the afternoon. I ſaw him about half an hour 


afterwards: he had then a large lump in his 
mouth, about two drachms in weight, ready to 
ſwallow, and faid that he had already ſwallowed 
two pieces of the ſame ſize a few minutes be- 
fore. I immediately gave him nine grains of 
emetic tartar, and afterwards ſome warm water, 
and as that doſe ſhewed no diſpoſition to ope- 
rate, I gave him fix grains more in about a 
quarter of an hour, ſupplied him very plenti- 
fully with warm water and camomile tea, and 
endeavouredto promote vomiting. 

Half an hour had elapſed, in which time he 
grew more ſenſible, was ſometimes in a kind 
of delirium, and unable to ſtand, at other times 
diſpoſed to ſleep; his ſpeech faltered, his 
countenance changed, and he was in all reſ- 
pects much worſe. 1 then gave him ſix grains 
of mer. emet. flav. and ſupplied him with more 
liquid. After a ſhort time he vomited, an 
though it was not in proportion to what he h 
in his ſtomach, yet he was ſomewhat relieved. 
More water was then given him, which he 
took with much difficulty, owing to his great 
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inſenſibility, and averſion to it. In the courſe 
of another hour I gave him twelve grains more 
of emetic tartar at twice, by which ſeveral 
vomitings were procured, which greatly relieved 
him: At the end of two hours and a half his 
complaints were much abated, but he was ſtill 
diſpoſed to ſleep if he ſat undiſturbed. I then 
left him under Mr. Foodriffe's' eare, and re- 
queſted that he might be ſupplied with more 
water, and, if neceſſary, ſix grains of emetic 
tartar. In about an hour he came to me in 
haſte, and ſaid that he was afraid the man was 
dead; for aſter walking about, and being ap- 
parently more cheerful, he left him alone in an 
arm chair for two or throe minutes, and at his 
return, was much ſurpriſed to find him ſo much 
altered. I ſaw him ſhortly afterwards, when 
his face was pale, cold, — perfectly deadly; 
his lips of a blackiſh white; his eyes had loſt 
all luſtre; his'eye-lids remained in any poſture 
they were placed; and his reſpiration ſeemed 
totally gone; but there ſtill remained a ſmall 
Irregular pulſe. I immediately procured a pair 
of common bellows, and diſtended his lungs 
with the aid of Mr. Woeoedriffe, who held a 
handkerchief round his mouth and noftrils. 
In this manner reſpiration was imitated, and 
continued for ſeveral minutes, without any ap- 
arent effect. I then ceaſed for a ſhort time, 

j == did not expect to recover him. Being 
however unwilling to relinquiſh the caſe with- 
out making further trial, I renewed the opera- 
tion at the end of {even minutes, a kind of weak 
eroaking was experienced at the time the air 
. came out in expiration. At the next expiration 
. 


„ 


it was rather ſtronger, and gradually encreaſed 


till there was more evident ſigns of life, when, 
to our great aſtoniſhment, in a ſhort time after, 
his natural countenance returned, and with it 
life. He was then foon able to anſwer ra- 
tionally, and knew his wife, who ſaw him at 
the inſtant he recovered for the firft time. 
Six grains more of emetic tartar were 1mme- 


diately given him, which not having the de- 


ſired effect, it was repeated with one ſcruple 
of ipecacuanha, and a plentiful fupply of wa- 
ter; he then vomited ſeveral times, and after- 
wards ſeemed much better, though ſtill remar- 
kably ſleepy, and, unleſs attended to, would 
in a moment be gone; and ſo great was his 
propenſity, that he would ſleep with the glaſs 
in his hand, or finger in his throat, unleſs 


conſtantly rouſed, or ſtimulated at the noſe - 


with the volatile alkali. After ſome time T 
{ent him under the care of his wife to his own 
houſe, and ordered two others to fit up with 
him, to ſupply kim plenzifully with water, and 
keep him awake, informing them of the danger 
of once ſuffering him to ſleep. A bolus, with 
ten grains of calomel, and a doſe of ſalts, were 
alſo. given him.---The attendants punctually 
followed the directions, and ſupplied him, in the 
courſe of the night, with fix gallons of liquor, 
which he evacuated by vomiting. At three in 
the morning he was ſo well recovered as to be 
able to walk in the fields, and required no fart- 
her aſſiſtance. | N | 

We have here a recital of the effects of a large 
. doſe of opium upon the ſyſtem. The quantity 
J have reaſon to believe is not exaggerated, as 
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the patient is well acquainted with the weight 
of drugs. Perhaps it may appear to ſome that 
the doſes of the emetics were too great in ſo 
ſhort a time; but I was the more urgent in 
giving them, from a conviction that the opium 
muſt deſtroy, if not evacuated ; and I choſe 
rather to repeat the emetic tartar than the leſs 
ſoluble emetics, as that would diſſolve in the 
contents of the ſtomach, and be more certainly 
evacuated : whereas the others, in too great 
quantity, might do conſiderable injury to that 
organ by their ſtimulus, after the effects of the 
opium were over. 

Although the former was given ſo freely, it 
was very difficult to excite the ſtomach to diſ- 
charge its contents, even theſe would ſcarcely 
have acted, had it not been ſo much diſtended 
with liquor as to add to the neceſſity of an 
evacuation merely to unload, as I obſerved that 
he never vomited till he had taken a conſidera- 
ble quantity of fluid, and then once only till 
ſapplied afreſh, So powerfully does opium 
act as a ſedative on the nerves, in prevent- 
ing the contraction of muſcular fibres! The 
relief that was obtained at each evacuation, 
was owing to the partial removal of the cauſe; 
for as no ſolid opium could be obſerved in 
the evacuated liquor, that part only was diſ- 
charged which was diſſolved, as was evident by 
the colour and ſmell, while the more ſolid part 
remained behind, {till continuing its action upon 
the ſtomach, and {till requiring freſh evacuations 
to prevent its fatal effects. 

As the circulation had not quite ceaſed, it 
might be imagined that there would have been 

no 
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no difficulty in reſtoring him. The fact how- 
ever was otherwiſe, and it is moſt probable that 
if the diſtention of his lungs had not been 
kept up, that the torpor and inactivity with 
which he was ſeized would have increaſed ſo as 
to have produced a total ſuſpenſion of the vital 
powers : for the ſudden diſtenſion and motion 
of a part ſo vaſcular, and fo important to the 
ſyſtem, which contains the whole blood of one 
circulation, muſt be of all others, the moſt pow- 
erful remedy for ſupporting, as well as reſtoring 
it when once loſt.
